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Alberta bans 
import of pine logs 
with bark attached 


In order to protect the 
health of Alberta’s valuable 
forest resources, Gary Mar, 
Minister of Environment, 
announced a moratorium on 
the import of all pine logs and 
forest products with bark at¬ 
tached. 

The ban is part of the gov¬ 
ernment’s ongoing effort to 
prevent the spread of the 
mountain pine beetle during 
the period in which it is able to 
fly and attack adjacent trees. 

The decision to implement 
the moratorium came, in part, 
as a result of significant infes¬ 
tations in British Columbia 
and Montana. 

“We have been working 
closely with officials from BC, 
the US and the federal govern¬ 
ment to monitor the spread of 
the infestation”, said Mar. 

“We have already seen some 
infestation in Banff National 
Park and I decided it was time 
to act.” 

Under terms of the morato¬ 
rium, in place from June 1 
through September 30, 2000, 
all inbound commercial loads 
of pine logs and products will 
be turned away at the border. 

However, Mar indicated 
that addressing the issue of 
commercial imports was only 
part of the solution. 

“As is the case with elm bud 
beetles responsible for Dutch 
Elm Disease, mountain pine 
beetles can be transported in 
firewood brought back from 
camping trips. It is important 
we remind Albertans to re¬ 
frain from bringing back pine 
firewood this summer, from 
anywhere outside the prov¬ 
ince.” 

Mountain pine beetles can 
kill a mature pine in less than 
one year. 

In 1999, the number of in¬ 
fested pine stands in BC was 
approximately 194,000 hec¬ 
tares. 

Why is Alberta implement¬ 


ing this import ban? 

We are aware of significant 
mountain pine beetle infesta¬ 
tions in British Columbia and 
Montana. 

The decision to implement 
this import ban is merely a 
precautionary measure to 
minimize any chance of spread¬ 
ing the infestation. 

Does this ban include all 
wood coming into Alberta? 

No. 

The ban is limited to pine 
logs and products with bark 
attached only. Any requests 
to import spruce and Douglas 
Fir will not be impacted by 
this ban. 

Are there currently any com¬ 
panies importing pine logs into 
Alberta? 

There are presently no com¬ 
mercial operations importing 
pine logs into the province. 

Does this ban extend to in¬ 
dividual Albertans? 

As is the case with Dutch 
Elm Disease, we are asking 
Albertans who travel out of 
province to exercise caution 
and not to bring with them 
any logs they may have pur¬ 
chased, cut or acquired as a 
result of their travels. 

Are there any areas in Al¬ 
berta currently infested? 

Yes. 

Certain stands within Banff 
National Park have been iden¬ 
tified as being infested with 
Mountain Pine Beetle. 

What is the best way to 
prevent the infestation from 
spreading? 

In areas with small infesta¬ 
tion, Alberta Environment re¬ 
moves affected tress from the 
forest and burns them in or¬ 
der to limit the extent of the 
damage. 

We generally do this in the 
late spring before the beetles 
enter their flying season and 
the early fall after flying sea¬ 
son is over. 


In the courts: Drunk driving

Drunk driver pleads 
guilty 

A 40-year-old man has been 
fined after pleading guilty to 
drunk driving. 

Edwin Ottman pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on June 7 to a charge of 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

Court heard the accused was 
spotted driving in Carstairs 
by a concerned motorist on 
April 6, 2000. 

Breathalyzer samples indi¬ 
cated that Ottman's blood al¬ 
cohol level was 230 mg per 
cent, almost three times the 
legal limit. 

This is Ottman's second al¬ 
cohol related charge. 

Judge D.M. McDonald fined 
Ottman $1,250 plus a 15% vic¬ 
tim fine surcharge and a one- 
year federal driving prohibi¬ 
tion. 

Accused fined $1,500 for 
dangerous driving 

A 34-year-old man pleaded 
guilty to a charge of danger¬ 
ous operation in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court June 7. 

Kelly Cy Laflamme pleaded 
guilty to the lesser offence af¬ 
ter originally being charged 
with impaired operation and 
refusing to provide a sample. 

Court heard the accused was 
spotted in Olds on May 10, 
2000 having difficulty merg¬ 
ing in traffic and difficulty stop¬ 
ping for a red light. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott told the court that 
Laflamme didn't stop for a 
quarter of a mile after being 
signalled to pull over by the 
Olds RCMP and that he was 
"difficult and obnoxious with 
the police." 

Judge McDonald handed 
Laflamme a $1,250 fine plus a 
15% victim fine surcharge, 
along with a one-year federal 
driving prohibition.

The accused pleaded guilty 
in Didsbury provincial court 
on June 5 to a charge of un¬ 
lawful use of a credit card. 

The accused was working 
at the Olds Mohawk, 5002 - 46 
St., when a customer left her 
Master Card at the station, 
court heard. 

The accused used the card 
for cash purchases totalling 
$1,096.90. 

When confronted by police, 
the man readily admitted his 
involvement. 

"It's a breech of trust situa¬ 
tion," said Crown prosecutor 
J. Abbott. 

Judge K.S. Mandamin 
called the crime an "opportun¬ 
istic event." 

Craig Duncan Patterson, 
32, was handed a two-year 
suspended sentence, including 
two years probation and 200 
hours of community service.

Last Wednesday evening, the 
Didsbury Town Council was 
pleasantly surprised when they 
received a cheque for $4,000.

Trim those trees 

An amendment has recently 
been made to By-law 1037, which 
had to do with regulating streets 
and public places in the Town of 
Didsbury. 

According to Community 
Constable Greg Hnatiuk, the 
wording in Section 211 was not 
clear enough and has requested 
than an amendment be made. 

The original by-law reads: 
"The owner, tenant or occupier 
of any land adjoining any street, 


lane or public place in the Town 
shall cause all trees, shrubs and 
bushes which overhand the 
sidewalk of the street, lane or 
public place to be properly timed 
and cut back so as to prevent 
obstruction on the sidewalk, 
street, lane or public place to 
pedestrians or vehicles." 

Hnatiuk felt that the word¬ 
ing needed to include the fact 
that the Town has jurisdiction 
to enforce trimming of shrubs, 
trees or bushes that obstructs 
signage. 

The amended by-law now 
reads: "The owner, tenant or 
occupier of any land adjoining 
any street, lane or public place 
in the Town shall cause all trees, 
shrubs and bushes which over¬ 
hand or block the view of any 
traffic control device, to be prop¬ 
erly timed or cut back so as to 
prevent the obstruction of any 
traffic control device." 

Council unanimously en¬ 
dorsed this amendment. 

Tax Assessment hearing 

Council has set June 21 at 7 
p.m. for the Tax Assessment 
Board Hearing Date. 

This hearing is so that land- 
owners have the opportunity to 
appeal their assessment.

Wild Rose family 
picnic slops in Olds

The PM4PM Campaign for the Canadian Alliance leader¬ 
ship contest made another stop in the Wild Rose constitu¬ 
ency. Preston Manning was in Wild Rose on June 10 for a 
"family picnic." 

The candidates for the leadership of the new party have 
made several passes already through Wild Rose where each 
hopes to gain the support of the 1,700 - plus members of the 
huge federal riding. Wild Rose constituency covers an area 
which reaches from north of Bowden to midway on either 
side of Calgary, and from east of Strathmore to the BC 
border. The membership includes founding members of the 
former Reform party, former Conservative party members 
and new members who never before belonged to a political 
party. 

CA organizers in Wild Rose say support for the Canadian 
Alliance increased the membership of the riding to the 
current level from about 1,200 last November. Linda Toews 
of Bowden, who was president of the constituency for the 
last three years, said, "the support for the Canadian Alliance 
was very high in Wild Rose." 

Toews said the "redneck” image of people in Wild Rose is 
not an accurate reflection of people who live in the riding. 

"Our farmers, ranchers, business owners and working 
people are the same as farmers, ranchers, business owners 
and working people in other parts of the country. And they 
have the same concerns - taxes, healthcare, erosion of 
property rights, and an increasing disillusionment with the 
federal government's lack of support for agriculture, for 
working people and for families. 

The Canadian Alliance is an opportunity for all people to 
participate in grassroots democracy, to change federal 
government and to make a difference in Canadian politics 
that will benefit us all." 

Toews supports Manning's bid for leadership of the new 
party. 

"He is widely recognized to be the most intelligent of any 
current Canadian political leader. He has the experience in 
the federal area that iB essential to succeeding as a leader in 
federal politics. And he has a proven track record in leading 
a new political party to Official Opposition in only 12 years. 
Preston has the experience, the knowledge and the capabil¬ 
ity to be the next Prime Minister of Canada." 

The ticket price of only $5 to attend the "Picnic with 
Preston" was to enable people to bring their whole families 
to hear and meet Manning. A father of five himself, 
Manning was pleased at the opportunity to involve children 
and make this a family event.

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A Tinting Experience 

Last Friday afternoon I ran into the 
Highway Patrol police who were run¬ 
ning a seat belt blitz in Didsbury. 

I was wearing my seat belt, as I 
always do, but I was pulled over any¬ 
way. 

I was thinking what did I possibly 
do? I knew I wasn't speeding - for once 
and I was pretty sure I didn't do any¬ 
thing wrong. 

It turns out they didn't like my side 
windows being tinted. I understand that it is illegal and I 
was willing to accept the consequences when I decided to 
tint my windows. 

It is legal to darken your back window and back side 
windows as long as you have both side view mirrors. You 
can even put limo tint on them. But you cannot even 
slightly darken your windows on the front side. I think 
that may be a little extreme. I appreciate that if they are 
too dark it can create an obstruction of view, plus the 
police need to be able to see in the windows when they pull 
people over. But my windows were light enough that you 
can not only see into them, but you could see right through 
to the other side. At least in my opinion. 

But a law is a law and I know the law enforcers cannot 
bend rules at their own convenience. But the officer who 
stopped me was not acting fairly in my opinion. He told me 
that either I can scrape the tint off with an extractor knife 
or have my vehicle impounded and then pay the fees to 
retrieve it and the fees to have it taken off for me. 

Both of those options weren't very appealing to me. I 
asked if I could just have the ticket instead, which is 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of $27 - $30. He said that 
was not an option. So then I asked him if I could leave my 
vehicle parked on the street and walk to work (because I 
was late) and then have it taken off properly. I really did 
not want to scrape it off with a razor blade and scratch up 
my windows. Again he said that was not an option. Why 
on earth not? 

I ended up scraping off the tint and of course, scratching 
my windows. 

And then another officer checked it over and said I was 
free to go. But he told me, "don't do it again," like I was five- 
years-old. 

Just to clarify, these were not officers from the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment. It bothers me when some officers feel 
the need to make some citizens, especially young citizens, 
life harder. He could have quite easily allowed me some 
time to have it taken off properly, and then prove it to him 
by a certain date. 

I am not complaining that I should have been let off 
completely, just the fact that I shouldn't have been made to 
scratch it off right there and damage my windows. 

Alas, such is life. I should have gotten those power 
windows installed.

Section 4.4 of the dog Con¬

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Farmers beware, says NIP 


Farmers should be furious 
with the Report on Pesticides 
released in May by the House 
of Commons Environment 
Committee. 

The committee, dominated 
by Liberal Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, called for urgent action 
to reduce or phase out pesti¬ 
cides because of their poten¬ 
tial threat to human health. 

Committee Report lacks 
balance, and in my view its 
recommendations are based on 
hysteria, rather than on sound 
find it unfortunate that the 
Committee tabled a Report that 
is unbalanced, and will do more 
to divide Stakeholders, than it 
will promote understanding 
and collaboration between 
groups. 

The Canadian Alliance sup¬ 
ports the development and use 
of proven alternatives to pes¬ 
ticides. However, we do not 
believe that a moratorium on 
pest control products should 
be put in place before there is 
a substantial body of conclu¬ 
sive scientific evidence that 
unequivocally links such prod¬ 
ucts to human disease or ill 
health. A moratorium fails to 
recognize the value and im¬ 
portance of pest control prod¬ 
ucts, and clearly reflects a lack 
of appreciation and under¬ 
standing of pest management 
challenges in Canada. 

"The Canadian Alliance sim- 
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ply couldn't support the tone 
and overall direction of a Re¬ 
port that 
failed to rec¬ 
ognized the 
tremendous 
gains that 
manufactur¬ 
ers and user 
groups of pes¬ 
ticides have 
been making 
for years to 
make human 
health and 
safety their 
top 

Stakeholders, 
in particular, farmers, manu¬ 
facturers and other user 
groups, have been taking ex¬ 
traordinary measures to pro¬ 
mote a safe, transparent and 
effective regulatory system in 
a co-operative way with the 


Pest Management Regulatory 
Agency. These efforts have 
been largely ig¬ 
nored in the Com¬ 
mittee Report. 

"Once again the 
Liberals have for¬ 
gotten that crop 
protection products 
prevent crops and 
lands from being 
ravaged by insect 
or fungi infesta¬ 
tions. Therefore, 
minimizing the risk 
of related disease 
and damage, and al¬ 
lowing essential 
food groups to be harvested 
for consumption in Canada or 
for export abroad. If and when 
these proposals become legis¬ 
lation, the Canadian Alliance 
will be fighting them on behalf 
of all farmers in Canada.

Intensive Livestock 
Operations 

Dear Editor: 

There is a lot of information about Intensive Livestock 
Operations (I.L.O.'s), in particular, large-scale hog opera¬ 
tions that residents should be informed about. These are not 
like the farms of the past that were owned and operated by an 
individual, they are run by huge corporations. 

At the present time there are no provincial regulations 
that deal with hog barns of manure lagoons. Some counties in 
the province have by-laws that deal with these operations but 
most have very few. 

These I.L.O. operations don't pay any more in property 
taxes. 

Lagoons that are properly constructed leak at a very slow 
rate, but are only inspected at the time of construction and 
the engineer who designed it generally does this. Some have 
been known to develop large leaks in as little as 6 months. 

The manure from most of these operations is spread in the 
surface of fields as a fertilizer. If it is not incorporated 
immediately a lot of the nitrogen disappears into the atmos¬ 
phere where it can come back down causing problems similar 
to that of acid rain. 

The phosphate in the manure does not evaporate but can 
run off. When you consider that hog manure contains twice as 
much phosphate as other animal manure, the chances of 
phosphate overload is quite possible. When this phosphate 
runs off in to lakes and streams it causes an increase in the 
growth of blue-green algae, this causes the death of fish and 
health problems for humans. 

If you as a land owner accept manure to be spread on your 
property as fertilizer and it contaminates a water supply, or 
enters adjoining property you will be liable for the cost of 
clean-up, as well as fined. 

These operations have a large area surrounding them that 
will have limited development permitted. This area changes 
with the size of the operation from a small radius around a 
small operation to a very large radius around a large opera¬ 
tion. This could depreciate the value of property adjoining 
these operations. 

The odours from these operations are generated from the 
lagoons, as well as, the barns. Putting a covering material on 
the lagoon can reduce some of the lagoon odours. When the 
deadly gases in these odours are considered, living in areas 
where odours are prevalent it could cause health problems. 

Hog manure contains nitrogen, phosphated, hydrogen 
sulfide, E-coli, protozoa, parasites and other elements. 

Hogs produce 3 to 4 time as much waste as humans. 

There is some modern technology available that would 
make these operations better, like composing or dehydrating 
the manure, but this is used on very few operations. High- 
tech barns, have not been clearly defined other than that they 
have a sprinkler system that is used to cool the hogs on hot 
days to reduce weight loss and water consumption. 

To reduce disease transmissions between barn workers 
and hogs, the barn workers should wear protective masks and 
clothing . These should also be used to protect the workers 
health from the odours. 

The pigs have no protection from the odours. The sows are 
kept in crates just slightly larger than the sow. These grates, 
as well as the pens that house the feeders pigs, are over a 
grated floor that allows faeces and urine to pass through into 
holding tanks below. This makes it impossible for the pigs to 
breathe anything but the odours. What effect does this have 
on their health? 

Even if an I.L.O. is a few miles down the road it doesn't 
mean you won't be affected. Where are the spreading fields, 
what are the prevailing winds, where does your water come 
from? 

All living things have E-coli in their faeces, including hogs. 

Some farmers see the manure as a cheap form of fertilizer, 
this may be in dollars and cents, but in the long run who is 
going to pay the price in the future. Will it be the farmer, the 
farmer's parents, grandparents, children or grandchildren? 
All from something as seemingly harmless as drinking water? 

This is why we are asking the Provincial Government to 
put a stop to all new proposed and expanding I.L.O.'s in the 
province until there are adequate regulations, and qualified 
people checking these operations to make sure the regula¬ 
tions are followed during and after construction.

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Olds woman 
changes plea during 
preliminary hearing

A 22-year-old Olds woman 
who was involved in a motor 
vehicle accident last fall, de¬ 
cided to change her plea to guilty 
after initially pleading not guilty 
to five charges. 

Andria Nicole Penny was ini¬ 
tially charged with two counts 
of dangerous operation causing 
bodily harm, two counts of im¬ 
paired driving causing bodily 
harm and driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 mg 
per cent. 

On September 25, 1999 
Penny was driving west on 46th 
Street heading out of Olds when 
she struck a truck from behind, 
who was in the process of mak¬ 
ing a left-hand turn. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott called up six different 
witnesses during the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing before he and the 
defence came to a resolution. 

The accident occurred be¬ 
tween 3 and 4:30 a.m. just a 
couple of kilometres outside the 
Town of Olds. Penny was driv¬ 
ing a red Pontiac Tempest with 
a couple of her friends when she 
hit a red Dodge Dakota half¬ 
ton. The owner of the Dakota 
was a passenger in the accident, 
while her friend did the driving. 

Court heard the male driver 
of the truck slowed down and 
proceeded to make a left hand 
turn on to a south bound road 
and almost completed the turn 
when he was hit from behind, 
throwing the two passengers 
who were riding in the box on to 
the streets. 

Photographic evidence sug¬ 
gested that the truck had crossed 
the solid line prematurely in 
attempting the turn, but the car 
was also in the eastbound lane 
trying to pass the truck. Ac¬ 
cording to the photos, the car s 
front left tire hit the right rear 
truck tire. 

Penny's friends who were 
called to the witness stand said 
that it appeared the truck was 
slowing down as a joke, so 


Penny was going to pass them. 
When it was apparent the truck 
was turning, Penny tried to 
swerve back into the westbound 
lane and hit the tail end of the 
truck. 

An expert witness who is an 
accident analyst said they cal¬ 
culated the car's minimum speed 
to be 110 km/h. However, the 
speedometer was stuck at 120 
km/h and they could not deter¬ 
mine for sure if it was stuck in 
that position due to the acci¬ 
dent. 

The speed of the truck could 
not be determined through cal¬ 
culations and was instead de¬ 
termined by information re¬ 
ceived. 

The expert witness did say 
that there was enough room on 
the right side of the truck to get 
back into the lane or shoulder. 

The driver of the truck, who 
was the designated driver for 
that night, said he immediately 
went to check on the guys who 
were thrown from the vehicle 
after the accident. 

He found one guy laying on 
the road on his front and care¬ 
fully moved him over to see if he 
was alive. He then put a jacket 
over him and found the other 
guy laying in a field on his back. 
He was conscious, but com¬ 
plained of pains in the arm. 

There was some questioning 
as to whether or not he sig¬ 
nalled before turning. 

"When I saw Andria, she was 
standing beside her car crying," 
said the driver. 

"She said you weren't signal¬ 
ling, you weren't signalling. I 
said, yes I did." 

In the end the defence decided 
to change their plea to guilty of 
dangerous operation and the 
crown dropped the other four 
charges. 

Judge McDonald called it "a 
good move.” 

Judge McDonald fined Penny 
$1,000 plus a 15% victims sur¬ 
charge, and gave her a 90 day 
driving prohibition. 


Substantial increase 
for CESD teachers

Chinook's Edge School Division teachers had no problem 
accepting the recent Memorandum of Agreement offered to them 
lately. 

The agreement was ratified by the CESD board on June 7, and 
will go into effect on Sept. 1, 2000 to Aug. 31, 2001. The agreement 
is expected to be signed by both parties on June 14. 

The new agreement provides for a 3% increase for those 
teachers with 11 or more years experience and a 3.5% increase for 
those teachers with no experience, with equal increments up the 
grid as teachers move through their first 10 years of experience. 

Also, the agreement provides for another 0.25% increase for all 
teachers on Feb. 1, 2001, with another adjustment for all teachers 
on Feb. 1, 2001 should the grid pay for teachers with four years 
training and 11 years experience fall below the provincial average 
grid pay for teachers with four years training and 11 years 
experience on April 1, 2001. 

The new agreement also provides for an increase to all allow¬ 
ances as above and an increase in Board contributions to employee 
benefits from 80% to 85%. 

CESD teachers voted 98% in favour ol accepting the agreement.

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Alberta to train more than 500 new doctors, 
nurses and other health care professionals 



New training spaces will be 
available this fall for an addi¬ 
tional 40 physicians, 190 li¬ 
censed practical nurses, 150 
registered nurses, 130 personal 
support aides, 12 radiologic 
technicians and five rehabili¬ 
tation practitioners at Alberta 
post-secondary institutions. 

"These expansions are a key 
part of our on-going plans to 
address the need for more 
health care professionals," said 
Learning Minister Dr. Lyle 
Oberg. " 

Additional funding allows 
us to fast-track the creation of 
new spaces originally planned 
for next year, which will allow 
more students earlier access 
to these much-in-demand pro¬ 
grams." 

Health-related programs 
will continue to be a priority 


area for more program expan¬ 
sions in 2001 and subsequent 
years, noted Dr. Oberg. 

An additional $10 million 
in annual post-secondary fund¬ 
ing will go towards creating 
the new student spaces this 
September, which will include 
20 in each of the physician 
programs at the University of 
Alberta and the University of 
Calgary. 

The remaining spaces will 
be created in programs at other 
Alberta institutions, with de¬ 
tails on specific institution ex¬ 
pansions to be finalized in the 
coming months. 

Health and Wellness Minis¬ 
ter Gary Mar stated, "The fund¬ 
ing announced today high¬ 
lights the high priority our 
government places on ensur¬ 
ing an appropriate supply of 


nurses, physicians, personal 
care aids and technicians for 
Alberta's health system." 

Mar added, "The expansion 
of the enrolment in our medi¬ 
cal schools, to train more Al¬ 
berta doctors, is also a direct 
response to the recently com¬ 
pleted Physician Resource 
Planning Committee report, 
jointly developed by govern¬ 
ment and the Alberta Medical 
Association. Future initiatives 
will look at recommendations 
on post-graduate training and 
recruitment and retention of 
physicians." 

Grants will be administered 
by Alberta Learning through 
the Access Fund, which is Al¬ 
berta Learning's funding pro¬ 
gram for expansion of the post¬ 
secondary system. 

The fund provides both on¬ 


going support and one-time 
grants. 

Approximately $5 million of 
this year's grants will go to¬ 
wards one-time expenses, such 
as acquiring equipment and 
renovating facilities, and $5 
million will cover operating 
expenses. 

These expansions also build 
on the previous round of Ac¬ 
cess funding announced in 
January, in which 195 new 
nursing and 48 new health 
technologies spaces were cre¬ 
ated. 


Alberta Learning is also 
working with post-secondary 
institutions on plans for fur¬ 
ther expansions in health-re¬ 
lated programs, the next round 
of which will be announced in 
early 2001. 

Since 1999/2000, a total of 
2,453 new student spaces have 
been created through $105 
million in Access Fund grants 
to post-secondary institutions, 
most of which were created in 
health and information and 
communications technology 
programs.

Aging in Place 
strategy to go ahead

An additional $20 million is 
being provided to expand long 
term care and home care, and to 
support a new strategic plan for 
healthy aging, announced 
Health and Wellness Minister 
Halvar Jonson. The initiative is 
part of government’s broader 
Six-Point Plan for health and 
brings the total funding increase 
for long term care to $40 million 
over two years. 

The new strategic plan for 
healthy aging, Strategic Direc¬ 
tions and Future Actions: 
Healthy Aging and Continuing 
Care in Alberta, will enable the 
health system to provide Alber¬ 
tans and especially seniors with 
the health services they need as 
they age. 

The strategic plan is the Al¬ 
berta government’s comprehen¬ 
sive response to the final report 
of the Long Term Care Review, 
entitled Healthy Aging: New 
Directions for Care. The plan 
advocates a new way of provid¬ 
ing services to help Albertans 
“age in place” that places a 
priority on people remaining in 
their homes with supportive 
arrangements enabling them to 
remain healthy in the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Our government supports 
the vision of ‘healthy aging’ as 
a priority goal for the prov¬ 
ince.” said Jonson. “We are fol¬ 
lowing through on our commit¬ 
ment to provide more accessible 
and comprehensive long term 
care and home care services to 
Albertans who need them.” 

Of the $40 million, $37.5 mil¬ 
lion has been allocated to re¬ 
gional health authorities to en¬ 
hance home care, long term care, 
and coordinated access services. 
The funds will also be used to 
expand care services in support¬ 
ive housing, health promotion 
and prevention services for the 
elderly, services for persons with 
Alzheimer’s disease and demen¬ 
tia, and comprehensive care for 
the elderly. 

Funding has also been pro¬ 
vided for in-service education in 
continuing care, and a new pro¬ 
vincial Alzheimer’s initiative 
that will include education and 
training for health care provid¬ 
ers, and support for caregivers. 
It will also develop and evaluate 
innovative models of care for 
persons with Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease in the community and resi¬ 
dential setting. 

“The new strategic plan for 
healthy aging is a prime exam¬ 
ple of how Alberta leads the 
nation in developing and imple¬ 
menting innovative approaches 
to meet the long term care needs 
of Albertans,” said Jonson. “I 
am also encouraged that sup¬ 
port for the recommendations 
of Healthy Aging report has 
been very strong from both the 
general public and key health 
stakeholders.” 

“We are pleased by the many 
recommendations that are made 
to improve the health, health 
system and well-being of sen¬ 
iors.” said Wanda Cree, Chair, 
Seniors Community Health 
Council. “We commend the com¬ 
mittee’s comprehensive and 
thorough coverage.” 

The new strategic plan in¬ 


cludes healthy aging initiatives 
in which government will work 
with health authorities, profes¬ 
sional associations, voluntary, 
private and community agen¬ 
cies to develop health promo¬ 
tion, injury and disease preven¬ 
tion, and empowerment pro¬ 
grams and services for older 
Albertans. It identifies a total of 
nine strategic directions includ¬ 
ing: healthy aging; continuing 
care services; coordinated ac¬ 
cess; supportive housing; home 
care and community care; re¬ 
generation of long term care 
centres; needs for persons with 
Alzheimer’s disease, dementia 
and special needs; comprehen¬ 
sive care for the elderly and 
primary health care; and hu¬ 
man resources. 

“The strategic plan recog¬ 
nizes that where people live and 
their ability to maintain con¬ 
tacts with family and friends 
are all part of healthy aging,” 
explained Jonson.

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Former mayor and best friend to many passes on

He's one of those special kind 
of guys, a grandpa to many, a 
father to some and a friend to all. 

He served as Mayor of Dids- 
bury from December, 1967 - No¬ 
vember, 1982 and on the Town 
Council from 1959 - 1967. 

But he wasn't just known as 
the mayor or a councillor, he was 
known as Raymond Shantz - 
someone everybody liked. 

Shantz actually did so much 
with his life, and for Didsbury, 
that not even his own daughter 
can keep track of his accomplish¬ 
ments. 

"You could sit and talk for 
days or weeks about all the stuff 
he did. I'm certain there's things 
that 1 don't even know he was in," 
laughed his daughter Debbie 
Christensen. 

Shantz was originally a 
farmer, but when he was hailed 
out 11 years in a row, he knew it 
was time to move on. It appeared 
auctioneering was going to be 
his calling. 

"A man in Nanton was actu¬ 
ally the person who got dad into 
that," said Christensen. "He lent 
him the money to go to school in 
Indiana and dad paid him back 
later." 

Shantz, and his wife Fern, did 
have a lot of friends but none 
closer than Albert and LaRue 
Krebs. 

"We did a lot of travelling to¬ 
gether," said LaRue Krebs. 

'We went down to the States 
several times, we went on bus 
tours and we even went to the 
Maritimes." 

Krebs says her husband and 
Shantz had played baseball and 
hockey together, and that is how 
the two couples became such good 
friends. Even when Shantz served 
as Town mayor, they remained 
close. 

'When we became friends noth¬ 
ing seemed to separate us," Krebs 
said. "Ray was such a friendly 
person, but if he didn't like some¬ 
thing he'd let you know." 

"Albert and him were always 
in trouble, doing things for fun," 
laughed Krebs. 

Krebs also said that Shantz 
was very cautionary about spend¬ 
ing excess money, something that 
got the Town out of debt. 


"He didn't believe in spending 
all his money on things that 
weren't essential." 

Christensen agreed saying he 
never got into debt and always 
watched how he spent his money. 

Shantz's wife passed away in 
1992. 

"He kind of fell apart after 
that," said Christensen. That 
was his best friend in the world. 
He was very, very, very lonely." 

But 99% of Shantz's life was 
filled with laughter and fun. 

"He was quite the character," 
said Christensen. "One time he 
was up on a roof with Don 
Thompson fixing something and 
a lady came to see him, but he 
couldn't get off the roof because 
someone stapled his pants to the 
roof." 

Christensen also mentioned 
that one of the funniest stories 
she ever heard about her father 
was when he was at Dogpound 
Creek. 

"He said to himself, I’m going 
to go run and dive in and beat 
everybody in. But when he dived 
in his head got stuck at the 
bottom in the mud. They had to 
pull him out by his ankles," 
laughed Christensen. 

"Once Ray and Albert dressed 
up in grass skirts and wigs. That 
was a pretty picture." 

Shantz was a sports fanatic 
and often took a ribbing from his 
friends about his favourite teams. 
Shantz was a die-hard Calgary 
Flames and Stampeder fan, but 
friend, Len Berscht, loved the 
Edmonton Oilers and Eskimos. 

Shantz enjoyed visiting his 
friends and anyone who was 
around at Steve's Place and Lou's 
Barber shop. 

"He was a real talker, no one 
could get a word in edgewise," 
said Christensen, "of course he 
was a fast talker." 

Shantz also participated in 
the Lions organization for 50 
years. 

"Dad always did stuff for the 
people of Didsbury and his 
friends, not just for himself," said 
Christensen. "He didn't worry 
about himself, he was that kind 
of guy." 

That kind of guy - a grandpa 
to many, a father to some and a 
friend to all.

Just a short family perspective of one of our family who we honor today at this memorial service 
... the one of our family who talked the most, crabbed the most, and made the most noise. He's the 
reason the rest of us in our family are so quiet, as when he was around we never had a chance to 
say anything. Raymond loved to talk, loved to laugh and kept the rest of us on our toes with his sense 
of humor and trying to play jokes on family members. Because of his sense of humor, he was the first 
one to laugh if one of his jokes backfired or if a joke was played on him. 

-Raymond spent a good number of his childhood years living at his grandparents place, where he 
grew quite close to two uncles of his, Mose and Ez Dippel. These two uncles spent a fair bit of time 
trying to keep Raymond out of trouble, so the stories go. One episode that we remember being told, 
was when Raymond was going to impress everybody on how well he could dive. He ran off a bank 
of the Dogpound Creek and dove into the water, not realizing that the water below was quite shallow, 
and ended up stuck in the mud up to his elbows and his feet flailing the water above. It was his Uncles 
Mose and Ez to the rescue. Later in his teen years when he was, as Raymond would say 'out girlin', 
a member of the family decided to check on the real time that Raymond got in. So the tin cans and 
long string tied to the stairway door trick was tried on him, and it worked. Raymonds, 'just after 
midnight' line turned out to be more like four in the morning. 

Raymond and his wife Fern liked people and loved to do things with people, and the Didsbury 
Auction Mart that they both worked at provided a social enviroment that they loved ... with a few 
pranks thrown in from time to time. One memorable Billy goat started its tour of the county, from 
the Auction Mart to Raymond and Ferns place. This goat smelled so bad that I'm sure it would've 
put a skunk on the run. One thing we do know though, that none of the Auction Mart staff were 
involved in getting this goat to the Shantz place. It’s a good thing that this billy wasn't branded at 
every place he got to in the country as he would've been just one big walking scab with horns. Of 
course there were times that Raymond and Fern had to take a break from the Auction Mart and take 
in some of the sights at other places. Of course Raymond and a close friend Albert Krebs had to make 
some of their own sights. One was a fashion show of grass skirts. Sadly to say, Raymond and Albert 
didn't win any fashion awards due to Raymonds tummy sticking out a little to far. He always said 
that maybe his tummy was a little big, but it was paid for'. Another time in Florida a pelican didn't 
like Raymond's looks either and dropped a little package on him, a little wet and sticky package. 

Other places that Raymond made his presence well known at was at Lou's Barbershop and at 
Steve's Restaraunt. One instance at the barbershop Raymond was bragging to the guys on how he 
was the one who wore the pants' in his family, he was the one who made the 'big' decisions. The phone 
rang at the barbershop and it was his wife, Fern. Raymond was back home in two minutes. He may 
have worn the pants' in his family, but he also knew how to take orders. And then of course, there 
was the daily bush for coffee at Steves. I think Raymond invented the chance game of bush. If it came 
down to two and Raymond was still in' and Raymond won the game everyone heard about it for the 
next two weeks. If he lost and had to pay for a round of coffees everyone heard him crab about it for 
the next six months.That was Raymond. 

In 1992 Raymonds world was turned upside down. The year when the love of his life was taken 
home to be with her Lord, her Maker. The memories they had made together, through the good times 
and also the hard times, were memories that were inscribed deep in his heart and in his mind. These 
kind of memories are hard to shake and in fact one never does get rid of them. These memories do 
bring on the tears at times. But, there is nothing wrong with memories or tears, as the good Lord 
gave them to us for a reason. By them, we are reminded of how our God wants to and will provide 
the inner strength we need to carry on and, how we can possibly help and encourage others because 
of our experiences. I know, as Raymond and I could share of the same loss of a dearly loved one, a 
wife, a buddy. 

That was Raymond, and through it all he was always quick to brag about his family, and his 
grandkids. He loved them. They, and all of us who knew him will miss him. Thanks for the memories.

OPEN HOUSE - North Gas Gathering System 

TransCanada Midstream has entered into commercial arrangements with BP 
Amoco to process the gas currently processed at the North and South Caroline facilities. 

This arrangement is subject to finalization of commercial arrangements and regulatory 
approval. BP Amoco will continue its traditional exploration, development and production 
in the Sundre/Caroline area. 

As we discussed in our May open houses regarding the proposed North Gas Gathering 
System, TCM is pursuing rationalizations in the Sundre/Caroline/Eagle Hill area to bring 
an additional 100 mmcf/d of raw gas to the TCM Harmattan facility. In our first phase of 
area rationalization, the North Gas Gathering System ("NGGS"), TCM will consolidate 
the operations of at least two area gas plants by taking over operatorship and ownership of North Caroline and South Caroline 
gas plants. 

The existing facilities to be rationalized will be reduced to compression, dehydration and condensate stabilization sites with 
required incineration equipment at each site. The majority of the existing equipment will be decommissioned and over time 
removed from the plant sites allowing TCM to undertake reclamation activities at each of the sites. Each of the sites will require 
either the addition of some incremental compression facilities and/or some modifications to equipment currently on site. 

Rationalizing existing facilities reduces area emission point sources. Processing this gas at the TCM Harmattan facility also 
adds the benefit of higher sulphur and liquids recoveries. Our engineering estimates now indicate 1000 tonnes of SO will be 
eliminated from the airshed per year. We have also determined that the additional compression required at both the north and 
south Caroline facilities will be electric. The election of adding electrical compression reduces both potential noise impacts and 
air emissions (NOx). 

The NGGS project has been updated as follows: 

• TCM has modified the originally proposed pipeline route (determined by public input, engineering assessments, 
environmental and other studies), 

• TCM is in the process of obtaining Right-of-Way Option Agreements with the directly affected landowners. 

■ Noise impact studies at the plant sites are nearing completion and the results will be communicated at an upcoming Open 
House. 

• All additional compression to be added at both North and South Caroline will be electric, reducing potential noise impacts 
and emissions. At North and South Caroline two 600 HP electric motor compressors will be added at each site to provide the 
required additional compression to transport the gas to the TCM Harmattan facility. 


OPEN HOUSE 

TCM conducted 3 Open House sessions in early May as well as many other consultations 
with affected stakeholders. We have now finished our design for this project and we invite 
you to join TCM and BP Amoco for a discussion and question and answer session about the 
North Gas Gathering System on Thursday, June 22, 2000 from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. At the 
Eagle Hill Community Hall. At this time we will present the results of our noise impact 
assessments, our revised pipeline route and be able to discuss in detail the specific 
parameters of the project. 

TCM will be applying to the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board for a license to construct 
and operate this pipeline. If you have any concerns with this project please contact Michelle 
Coughlin, as indicated below, by the 1st of July 2000.

ABOUTTHE ADVISORY COMMITTEE... 

In January 2000, the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) initiated a review of the public health and safety 
requirements for Alberta's sour gas facilities. The EUB established an independent Advisory Committee. The Mandate 
of the Advisory Committee is that, through public consultation and analysis, we will evaluate existing sour gas policies, 
standards and regulations and make recommendations to the EUB for implementation by it and other agencies. 


ABOUTTHE REVIEW PROCESS... 

To receive input from you, the first stage of the consultation will involve Regional Discussion Sessions to be held in selected 
Alberta communities this June. In addition, the Committee has initiated a consultation process for First Nations and Metis 
Settlements. In September and October, the Committee will come back to the individuals that participated in the June 
sessions asking them to review a "Directions” document which will outline the issues identified by you this June and provide 
an overview of the Committee’s suggestions for recommendations for Alberta’s sour gas regulatory framework. Your input 
will be the foundation for the Committee’s recommendations. 

The scope of this consultation is focused on health and public safety issues related to sour gas and does not include : 
the review of possible long-term or chronic effects of exposure to very low levels of sour gas on human or animal health; 
sulphur recovery (e.g. grandfathering, large plant versus several small plants): flaring; and, compensation relating to costs 
associated with emergency incidents. These issues are currently being dealt with by other organizations or committees.

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: You’ve addressed before the use of re¬ 
wards in influencing kids. Isn’t a mother manipulating the 
child by using rewards and punishment to get him to do 
what she wants? 

DR. DOBSON: No more than a factory supervisor 
manipulates his employees by docking their pay if they 
arrive late. No more than a policeman manipulates a 
speeding driver by giving him a traffic ticket. No more 
than an insurance company manipulates that same driver 
by increasing his premium. No more than the IRS manipu¬ 
lates a taxpayer who files his return one day late by 
charging a penalty for his tardiness. The word “manipu¬ 
lation” implies a sinister or selfish motive of the one in 
charge. I don’t agree. 

QUESTION: When would you NOT recommend the use 
of rewards? 

DR. DOBSON: Rewards should never be used as a 
“payoff” to a child for not disobeying. That becomes a 
bribe — a substitute for authority. For example. Mom is 
having trouble controlling her 3-year-old in a supermar¬ 
ket. “Come here, Pamela,” she says, but the youngster 
screams “No!” and runs the other way. Then in exaspera¬ 
tion, Mom offers Pam a sucker if she’ll come quickly 
Rather than rewarding obedience, Mom has actually rein¬ 
forced the child’s defiance. Another misuse of rewards is to 
pay a child for doing the routine jobs that are his respon¬ 
sibility as a member of the family. Taking out the trash 
and making his bed might be included in those regular 
duties. But when he is asked to spend half his Saturday 
cleaning the garage or weeding the garden, it seems very 
appropriate to make it worth his time. 

QUESTION: I worry about putting undue emphasis on 
materialism with my kids. Do rewards have to be in the 
form of money or toys? 

DR. DOBSON: Certainly not. A word of praise is a 
great enticement to some children. An interesting snack 
can also get their attention, although that has its downside. 
When my daughter was 3 years old, I began to teach her 
some pre-reading skills, including the alphabet. By plan¬ 
ning the training sessions to occur after dinner each 
evening, bits of chocolate candy provided the chief source 
of motivation. (I was less concerned about the effects of 
excess sugar consumption in those days than I am now.) 
Late one afternoon, I was sitting on the floor drilling her 
on several new letters when a tremendous crash shook the 
neighborhood. The whole family rushed outside to see 
what had happened. A teen-ager had overturned his car on 
our quiet residential street. He was not badly hurt, but his 
automobile was a mess. We sprayed the smoldering car 
with water and called the police. It was not until the 
excitement passed that we realized our daughter had not 
followed us out of the house. I returned to the den, where 
I found her elbow-deep in the large bag of candy I had left 
behind. She must have put a half-pound of chocolate in her 
mouth, and most of the remainder was distributed around 
her chin, nose and forehead. When she saw me coming, she 
managed to jam another handful into her chipmunk cheeks. 
From this experience, I learned one of the limitations of 
using material, or at least edible, rewards. Anything the 
child wants can be used as a reinforcer, from praise to 
pizza to playtime. 

QUESTION: What would you do if you had an elemen¬ 
tary school child in a chaotic classroom with a disorgan¬ 
ized teacher? 

DR. DOBSON: I would do everything I could to get my 
child reassigned to a different classroom. Some very bad 
habits and attitudes can develop in 10 months with an 
incompetent teacher. Home schooling or private educa¬ 
tion might also be considered, if resources permit.

"About 80 per cent of people 
marinate to improve Davor, 
juiciness and tenderness and 
the combination of these ele¬ 
ments can upgrade a more eco¬ 
nomical steak to a grilling type 
steak," adds Young. 

He also cautions to be care¬ 
ful not to cross-contaminate 
when barbecuing. 

"A lot of people fall into the 
trap of not being careful in 
how they prepare and cook 
their meals on the grill." 

This should include thor¬ 
oughly cleaning the cutting 
board, cleaning plates and all 
other utensils when preparing 


different types of foods. 

Young says this is the time 
of the year when consumers 
often ask why certain cuts of 
beef increase in price. 

This is due to higher de¬ 
mand for grilling steaks and 
roasts which means a much 
higher demand for the middle 


meats which make up a smaller 
part of the animal.

Successful agri-preneurs 
develop customer focus 


A market focus means tar¬ 
geting a business to a specific 
customer. It also means un¬ 
derstanding the market forces 
that affect that business. Mar¬ 
ket forces include competition, 
suppliers, political forces and 
technology change. Use these 
quick tips to speed up market 
focus scanning. 

Competition - take a sheet 
of paper and label four col¬ 
umns across the top: 
strengths, weaknesses, price 
and products. Down the side 
of the page list four or five 
main competitors. Don't for¬ 
get to include your business in 
the chart so you can compare 
yourself to the competition. 
Do some in-store research and 
talk to the customers of com¬ 
petitors to ensure you fill the 
quick chart out as completely 
as possible. 

Suppliers - make another 
similar quick chart. Across 
the top of this page, label the 
four columns: price, delivery, 
service and technical or de¬ 
sign advice. Down the side of 
the page list up to four suppli¬ 
ers who are being or will be 
used. Depending upon the busi¬ 
ness you may need to prepare 
a quick chart for suppliers of 


raw and/or processed materi¬ 
als, distribution channels, 
technical advice and packag¬ 
ing goods. This quick chart is 
a great way to do some shop¬ 
ping for the businesses that 
can make a difference to the 
way it operates. 

Political forces - make sure 
you know which laws affect 
your business. When develop¬ 
ing an agri-business, you need 
to understand how the fed¬ 
eral, provincial and municipal 
governmental regulations af¬ 
fect the business. If using a 
Farmers' Market, there are 
provincial and municipal regu¬ 
lations to comply with. Con¬ 
sider what you are planning 
to grow or prepare for custom¬ 
ers. Many commodity organi¬ 
zations have regulations or 
guidelines. There are provin¬ 
cial standards for products 
sold within the province and 
federal laws for products sold 
outside the province. For more 
information on regulations 
that could affect your busi¬ 
ness contact an Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment rural development 
special istbusiness.

things are made and the types 
of products that can be made. 
Do some research to see if 
there are any changes in proc¬ 
ess or product technology that 
could change your business 
plan. 

Combine your assessment 
of the market forces that af¬ 
fect the agri-business with the 
customer profile. The two will 
help define the market focus. 
A well-defined market focus 
means a greater chance of 
business success.

Cattle ID Program 
given a boost in 
Eastern Canada 

The Canadian Cattle Identification Program has been 
given a boost with the acceptance of dual purpose tags 
which are now in place in Ontario, Quebec and with the 
Canadian Angus Association. 

Full implementation of the national identification pro¬ 
gram takes effect on July 1, 2001. Producers are being 
urged to begin tagging no later than the end of this year. 

The Canadian Angus lime green ear tag has been ap¬ 
proved by the Canadian Cattle Identification Agency (CCIA). 

"We're really pleased this tag has been accepted for the 
dual purpose of identifying cattle with at least 50% Angus 
influence and also for purposes of the national ID pro¬ 
gram," says Mabel Hamilton, past president of the Cana¬ 
dian Angus Association and also the purebred cattle repre¬ 
sentative on the board of the CCIA. 

"We think this is a win-win situation. There are over 
16,000 Angus tags in use across the country." 

An agreement is in place with BID-LINK Service will 
include all Ontario cattle in the national program. The BIO 
system is similar to what has been implemented by the 
Angus breeders. 

In Quebec, Hamilton explains, "their cattle are already 
carrying a unique ID tag which will also be given dual 
purpose status within the national program." 

The Canadian Cattle Identification program commences 
on December 31. Any cattle that leave the herd of origin do 
not have to be tagged until July 1, 2001. 

Enforcement at that time will be in the form of education 
and awareness.

Looking after the little 
things will make your business 
stand out from the competition. 
This is done by: 

providing the best products. 
Constantly enhance the quality 
of your products whether it is 
bedding plants, seedlings, fresh 
cut or dried flowers, vegetables, 
fruits, fresh or dried herbs and 
herbal products. Be ruthless in 
your quality control and sell 
only your top quality products. 
You may find other uses or out¬ 
lets for lesser quality products, 
but make sure that you mark or 
label the products as lower qual¬ 
ity and reduce your prices ac¬ 
cordingly. If you try to sell infe¬ 
rior products at the same prices 
or to the same customers you 
will damage your reputation as

Make it easy 
for them to find you by being 
listed in the phone book and 
appropriate industry publica¬ 
tions or directories. You might 
even want to get together with 
other producers in your area to 
develop a local directory or farm 
tour map that could direct ur¬ 
ban customers to your farm. Be 
sure to include all the informa¬ 
tion your customers need to 
contact you: name, farm name, 
phone number, fax, e-mail, ad¬ 
dress and land location. 

making it easy for people to 
get information about your prod¬ 
ucts by developing informative 
brochures, catalogues, website 
etc. It should be easy for cus¬ 
tomers to order and pay for 
products with credit cards and 
on- line orders. Provide delivery 
services for your products if 
appropriate. Some seed compa¬ 
nies send their products through 
Canada Post, UPS etc. Reduce 
the risk to your customers by 
providing satisfaction guaran¬ 
tees. 

developing and keeping good 
records on all your products 
and be willing to share them 
with your customers if re¬ 


quested. Finally, provide the best 
after-sales support by educat¬ 
ing your customers and provid¬ 
ing them with product informa¬ 
tion and support such as reci¬ 
pes, processing tips, nutrition, 
seed bed preparation, watering, 
harvesting etc. Being the best 
requires commitment, time and 
effort, but the rewards will be 
well worth it. Branding: Along 
with being the best, products 
and services should be branded. 
Branding helps differentiate your 
products from the crowd. Pick a 
good brand name for the prod¬ 
uct. Try to pick a brand name 
that also has an Internet do¬ 
main name available. That way 
an Internet presence can be es¬ 
tablished as well. Once a brand 
name is chosen, promote it vig¬ 
orously and aggressively 
through all signs and print 
materials. Bundling: This re¬ 
fers to being able to buy all 
related products and services in 
one place. If you sell seeds or 
seedlings at your greenhouse, 
additional sales can be built by 
offering gardening equipment, 
gardening books, yard accesso¬ 
ries and clothing for sale. It 
makes it easier and more con¬ 
venient for customers if they 
can get everything they need in 
one place. This also includes 
related services such as plant¬ 
ing trees purchased from the 
business, arranging a custom¬ 
er's cut flowers in a vase, and 
drawing a landscape plan for a 
customer's yard. You can charge 


for these services. When cus¬ 
tomers can get everything they 
need from one place that busi¬ 
ness can build a competitive 
advantage over others. 

Bonding: People like to buy 
from people, not companies or 
organizations. Bonding means 
establishing good relationships 
with customers. In marketing 
literature there is a lot written 
about relationship marketing. 
This is a term for what busi¬ 
nesses used to do before the 
advent of megastores. Store own¬ 
ers knew their customers by 
name and a lot about their wants 
and needs. They provided them 
with personalized service. 

Get to know your customers 
and earn their trust. The number 
one reason people will buy from 
you is because they trust you. 
Earn it! 

When dealing with your cus¬ 
tomers, always be completely 
honest, don't hide anything from 
them, keep promises, be willing 
to listen and take immediate 
steps to address any concerns 
or complaints. 

"Satisfied customers are the 
best source of word-of-mouth 
advertising, which is one of the 


most effective (and cheapest) 
forms of marketing," adds 
McGregor. "It also works in re¬ 
verse! Dissatisfied customers 
will spread the word quickly 
and could eventually kill your 
business. 

"By implementing these four 
business basics you can increase 
your chances of operating and 
growing an effective, customer 
focused business."

In spite of the popularity of 
all-terrain vehicles (ATVs), 
many cattlemen still prefer to 
use horses for moving cattle. 
They argue that horses are qui¬ 
eter, more environmentally 
friendly, and can often antici¬ 
pate a cow's next move sooner 
than the rider. 

Regardless of whether hooves 
or wheels are under you, the 
basic principles of good cattle 
handling remain the same. Calm, 
quiet treatment minimizes stress 
for both animals and people. 
And less stress means higher 
productivity and 

fewer headaches all around. 

In order to handle cattle ef¬ 
fectively, you have to under¬ 
stand how they think. 
Cattle are prey animals and have 
a strong fight-or-flight instinct. 
Anything unfamiliar is perceived 
as a potential danger to be 
avoided if possible. And, 
just like us, cattle need a certain 
amount of personal space around 
them to feel safe and comfort¬ 
able. This flight zone varies from 
animal to animal and also de¬ 
pends on the situations. 

When you enter an animal's 
flight zone, it will turn and move 
away from you 

rather than standing and watch¬ 
ing you from a safe distance. If 
you come too far 
into the flight zone, it will be¬ 
come stressed and try to get 
away from you as fast as possi¬ 
ble. Dr. Temple Grandin, an 
internationally recognized ex¬ 
pert on livestock handling, ad¬ 
vises working on the outside 
edge pf the (light ZQW tQ keep 


animals moving at a calm, 
steady pace. 

Another important concept 
stressed by Dr. Grandin is the 
point of balance. All species of 
livestock will move forward if 
you stand behind the animal's 
point of balance, which is at its 
shoulder. Standing in front of 
the point of balance will cause 
the animal to back up. This is 
particularly important to re¬ 
member when cattle are in a 
confined area such as a corral 
or loading chute.

Field scouting - a good practice to keep 


It is important to know what 
to look for and why to look for 
it before setting out to scout 
your field. 

Some growing season factors 
to keep an eye on are weather 
conditions, potential pest prob¬ 
lems in the area and problems 
occurring outside the immedi¬ 
ate area. 

"Some problems that occur 
have a lot to do with spring 
weather and may depend on 
when seed will be planted," says 
Ieuan Evans, plant disease spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 
"Nutrient deficiencies go hand 
in hand with the weather pat¬ 
terns. Throughout the growing 
season, farmers will want to 
keep a close watch on emer¬ 
gence, noting whether it's uni¬ 
form or sporadic." 

Knowing what to look for at 
the various stages of crop devel¬ 
opment makes it easier to spot 
problems early and take appro¬ 
priate action. From early to mid- 
June, crops are usually in the 
tillering stage. It is important 
to watch for signs of nitrogen, 
sulphur, phosphorus, potas¬ 
sium, copper, zinc and/or man¬ 
ganese deficiencies. 

"Nutrient deficiency symp¬ 
toms can easily be confused with 
other common problems so 
plants must be examined care¬ 
fully," adds Evans. "Deficiencies 
in essential nutrients usually 
appear as leaf chlorosis (blanch¬ 
ing or yellowing of leaves) which, 
if unchecked, progress into 
necrosis (dead leaves and 
plants). 

"Plants use nutrients in dif¬ 
ferent ways. Depending on 
which nutrient is lacking, the 
crop will show specific symp¬ 
toms that will help identify what 
is needed. For example, sulphur 
deficiency in cereals causes yel¬ 
lowing of young leaves with no 
stress evident in older leaves. 
On the other hand, when insuf¬ 
ficient quantities of nitrogen are 
available, older (lower) leaves 
show the signs of deficiency 
first.” 

The problem and the crop 
will determine the options that 
should be used to correct nutri¬ 
ent deficiencies. Secondary nu¬ 
trient deficiencies, identified 
during field scouting, can be 
arrested but a decline in yield or 
quality should be expected. 

"Early detection is the key to 
correcting, or at least mitigat¬ 
ing, nutrient deficiencies," says 
Evans. "It takes some effort and 
consistent scouting to stay on 
top of the problems that can 
affect your yield. 

Scouting regularly is one of 
the activities that can keep farm¬ 
ers ahead of problems, whether 
with nutrient deficiencies, plant 
disease, insect problems, weed 
infestation, compaction or 


nonperformance of agri-chemi¬ 
cal applications."

Make It Safe Make It Visible 
is a publication produced by 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Alberta In¬ 
frastructure and the Canada 
West Equipment Dealers Asso¬ 
ciation. It gives several recom¬ 
mendations for making moving 
farm equipment a safe practice. 

Farm equipment is often 
moved to new fields in the morn¬ 
ing or evening. The rising and 
setting sun can make the dan¬ 
ger much greater at this time of 
the day. Everyone needs to be 
vigilant and alert. Farmers are 
required by regulation to mark 
and light their vehicles. 

Daytime driving - daytime is 
from one hour before sunrise to 
one hour after sunset. Outside 
of this time, or when weather 
conditions reduce visibility, 
proper lighting on farm vehicles 
is required. A slow moving vehi¬ 
cle sign must be attached to the 
rear of the vehicle three to five 
feet above the road. Warning 
flags can be used to mark wide 
or long loads. If an implement is 
towed, it too must have the slow 
moving vehicle signs attached

O’Neill brothers sitting tall in 
their saddle bronc saddles

When a cowboy is sitting 
tall in the saddle after a sad¬ 
dle bronc ride, they’re usu¬ 
ally strolling up to the pay 
window. 

Water Valley saddle bronc 
riders, Glen and Jason 
O’Neill have saluted the ro¬ 
deo crowds as the Austrailian 
born hands have enjoyed a 
successful run towards the 
Canadian Professional rodeo 
Association summer tour, the 
busiest time of the year for a 
professional cowboy. 

A five time qualifier for 
the National Finals Rodeo, 
Glen, the elder of the two 
brothers, has crept into the 
top ten CPRA standings with 
just one win under his belt 
with a $1,833 victory at the 
Grande Prairie Stompede. 

There was no rough cross¬ 
ing for him in the extreme 
northern portion of the prov¬ 
ince as he spurred out a 78 
aboard Peters and son’s Co. 
Rough Crossing. 

After injuring his knee at 
last year’s Canadian Finals 
Rodeo, Glen took the winter 
off to let his injury heal. Al¬ 
though he has ridden some on 
the Wrangler Pro Summer 
Series at rodeos in the United 
States, he made his appear¬ 
ance on the Canadian circuit 
in mid May. 

Meanwhile, in his first full 
season of competing on the 


Canadian circuit, Jason left 
no stones unturned at the Big 
Stone Rodeo winning the sad¬ 
dle bronc competition with an 
82 aboard Big Stone Rodeo’s 
Wolf Creek Skoal pocketing 
878. 

He also placed tenth at 
Grande Prairie claiming $157. 

Two time Canadian bare- 
back champion and season 
leader in three of his seven¬ 
teen years of competing on the 
CPRA circuit, Olds native, 
Bill Boyd continued his win¬ 
ning route by capturing the 
bareback event at Grande 
Prairie winning $1,952 for a 
mark of 82 on Peters and 
Son’s Co. Little Liz. 

In twelve CPRA rodeos 
this season, Boyd has won 
seven and placed in five oth¬ 
ers, surmassing $13,000 in 
earnings to take a command¬ 
ing lead in the current Cana¬ 
dian Standings. 

Boyd, a five time qualifier 
for the National Finals Ro¬ 
deo, took the winter rodeo 
circuit in the States off this 
season and the rest has left 
him refreshed for the Cana¬ 
dian circuit. 

“It’s the break I really 
needed because I haven’t been 
off riding this long since I 
started competing profession¬ 
ally seventeen years ago,” said 
Boyd. 

“Somewhere along the line, 
I knew I had to take a break 
and spend the winter at home,” 


he added. 

Former Canadian calf rop¬ 
ing champion, Mark Nugent, 
of Water Valley, continues 
to toss a lightning quick 
lasso as he currently leads 
the Canadian standings af¬ 
ter picking up a third place 
cheque worth $1,143 at the 
Grande Prairie Stompede. 

Claiming eighth place at 
Grande Prairie was veteran 
calf roper Larry Robinson, 
of Innisfail. 

In the most extreme sport 
of rodeo, bull riding, former 
Canadian champion Merle 
Freeman, of Innisfail, 
claimed $1,336 for a third 
place finish at Grande Prai¬ 
rie. 

Freeman has now moved 
up to fifth spot in the Cana¬ 
dian standings with $5,461 
in earnings. 

Although he was shut out 
in week end action, Jeff Whit¬ 
low, of Water Valley is in 
seventh place in Canadian 
bull riding with $3,500 in 
earnings. 

Caroline bull dogger, Brent 
Willsie wrestled his steer in 
4.2 seconds to claim the steer 
wrestling at Hand hills and a 
cheque of $1,165. 

This upcoming weekend, 
June 16-18, the top competi¬ 
tors along with the world's 
toughest stock will be locking 
horns at the Daines Ranch 
Rodeo being held in Innisfail.
